Nobody 
objected to a non-official body doing the work then. Nor is it 
irrelevant to mention that several organisations in the Catholic 
community, whieh are not appointed by the hierarchy and 
enjoy no official status, attend to the duties of propaganda, 
though it is only fair to mention that their operations have 
not gone uncriticised. 

On the other side of the question, however, there is the 
prestige of the Board to consider. An important function-—— 
perhaps the most important—-would be wrested from the Deput.es, 
with the result that such action might be construed as a vote of 
want of confidence in their capacity, and their prestige might 
suffer accordingly.

We may, therefore, 

“ WARNING " mention that on December 6th last we pointed 

out that his Lordship was the President of the 

Emergency Committee, which was formed two years ago, and which 

br.sied itself with the holding of protest demonstrations against the 

Nazis’ Jew-baiting. We recalled that at one such demonstration, 

held in the Whitechapel Art Gallery on April Ist, 1933, he declared 
that : 


‘it was impossible, as human beings and Christian men and women 
to lodk on in silence while an important section of Germany's popuia- 
tion, namely, the Jewish section, was gravely threatened in its very 
existence. . . . The civilised world, which recognised complete 
equality of all religions and nationalities, must protest against the 
acts of a people which rejected the rudiments of equality and 
righteousness, and pursued the course of hate and persecution.”’ 
We invited his Lordship to say, therefore, whether, in the light of 
the grave aggravation of the German Jews’ suffering, as exemplified 
in the Nuremberg Ghetto Laws, he proposed, “as a human being 
and Christian man,” to continue not.ta.look on in silence at the 
threat to German Jewry’s existence. Our invitation has, to the 
best of our knowledge, gone unanswered up till the present. In his 
yeech at Berlin, however, he used these words: 
~~ “ English public opinion is a vital force in English life, and no 
Government—as we have recently seen—can afford to ignore it. I 
. therefore wish to point out to all present to-night how necessary it is 
that we should have public opinion on our side.”’ 
This. declaration is described by the DaiLy TELEGRAPH, in its report, 
as ‘a friendly warning that Germany should not disregard British 
public opinion.” We are ready to recognise it-as such, and can 
only hope that the Germans who heard it will recognise it, too, in 
its bearing on the Jew-oppression. As the guiding spirit of the 
Anglo-German Fellowship, His Lordship’s utterances must carry 
special weight. We hope profoundly that, “as a human being anda 


Christian man,” he will not now relapse into the silence which he 
Once so vigorously condemned !

“STARVING OUT bombs at Synagogues or setting them ablaze 


POLISH JEWS should be adopted by the Party as a regular 


part of its programme. The lurid truth is that 
the Synagogues of Polish Jewry are being both bombed and fired. 
Not only that, but Jews are being beaten up and attacked, some- 
times fatally, and a vicious campaign on the Nazi model is in full 
swing, as our Warsaw correspondent reports this week, to “starve 
them out.” The paper in question deprecates the synagogue 
outrages. “To bring about the liquidation or the bankruptcy of a 
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Jewish store, or to clear the markets of Jewish traders,” it writes, 
“these are undisputed achievements whose significance is clear to 
all of us. . . - Only such incidents are justifiable which stimulate 
Jewish emigration and bring about the strengthening of the position 
of the Poles as against the Jews.” In other words, the object is 
to create a new Germany for Jews, further East, and to present 
the rest of the world with a fresh and ever more formidable 
Jewish Refugee problem. Under-Secretary-Gribowski has now 
stated that if the Anti-Jewish Propaganda is supported by the 
authorities in any part of the country, it is deeply to be regretted. 
Our reply to him is that if Poland is to continue to receive the status 
of a civilised country, something a good deal more effective is 
necessary than regret, however deep. Why are the Endeks still 
able to laugh at the Government and all its threats ?

Sir MEYER A. SPIELMAN 


We deeply regret to announce the death on Monday, from 
pneumonia, at the age of seventy-nine, at his residence, 29, Cambridge 
Square, W., of Sir Meyer A. Spielman, the well-known communal and 
pubhe worker, 


Born in London on 
September 10th, 1856, 
the deceased was the 
son of the late Adam 
Spielman, banker, of 
Lombard Street. He 
was educated privately 
in England, and later in 
Germany, and proceeded 
to University College 
School and University 
College. In 1884, he 
married Gertrude Emily, 


eldest daughter of 
George C. Raphael. Sir 
M eye rs predominant 


interest in the work of 
child welfare and 
reclamation dates from 
1899, when, as a member 
of the Jewish Board .ot 
Guardians, he was 
appomted the Board's 
representative at a 
meeting called by the 
Sirk Meyer A. first Lord Rothschild of 
all Jewish conmmunal 
bodies interested in the problem of the admittance of Jewish boys 
to the existing industrial schools. Later, he became a member of a 
sub-committee, which drew up a report recommending the establish- 
ment of a Jewish Industrial School. This was opened in February, 
1901, at Hayes, and the deceased became one of the founders and 
Chairman of the House Committee, and, subsequently, Chairman of 
Managers. His connection with the School, and with the Park House 
Reformatory School (established in 1921) was maintained until. his 
death. Sir Meyer was Hon. Secretary and Treasurer of the Association 
of Managers of Certified Home Office Schools, a member ‘of the Council 
and Executive Committee of the Borstal Association, of the Reforma- 
tory and Refuge Union, of the Children’s Aid Society, the Stepney 
Advisory Committee for Juvemle Employment and of the Home Office 
Central Advisory Committee. His intunate experience of the work of 
Industrial and Reformatory Schools led to his appointment as H.M. 
Inspector of those schools. He was Treasurer of the Home Office Schools’ 
Athletic Association and served 0€@ several After-Care Committees in 
the East End of London. He was alSg a member of the Royal Institute 
of International Affairs. A book “The Romance of Child 
Reclamation,” published by Sir Meyer in 1920, received widespread 
commendation in the Press. In 1928, he was created a knight in 
recognition of his work for the Home Office Schools, and until his 
death he continued his active association with this branch of Home 
Office aflairs. | 
From its earliest days, the deceased was a prominent supporter 
of the work of the Ito, and at one time was President of the British 
Section of the Organisation as well as a member of the International 
Council. In 1905, he was elected a member of the Council of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, and in 1917 was elected to its Executive 


Committee, and later was a Trustee. We was President for twenty-three 
years of the Bread, Meat and Coal Society from which he _ retired 
only last November, Chairman of the Jewish Peace Society, to which 
he rendered valuable service, a member of the Committee of the Jews’ 
Temporary Shelter, the Loan Committee of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians and of the Visitation Committee of the United Synagogue. 
The deceased was a supporter of Zionism, though his approach 
to the movement was rather that of the idealist than of the believer 
in the immediate possibilities of a National Home. He was, however, 
« Vice-President of the Jewish Agency for Palestine, a member of the 
West End Committee of the Keren Hayesod and of the United 
Synagogue Keren Hayesod Committee. 

On the occasion of their Golden Wedding in June, 1934, Sir Meyer 
and Lady Spielman were given a public reception at the Norwood 
Jewish Orphanage when trbutes were paid to them for their keen 
interest for many years in the work of the Orphanage. Gifts were 
presented to them, on that occasion, by the various sections of the 
institution, and subsequently Sir Meyer and Lady Spielman enter- 
tained the children to tea and supper, and gave each orphan a gift. 

After his retirement from business in 1913, Sir Meyer devoted the 
whole of his time to social ‘and communal work. He was deeply 
attached to the New West End Synagogue where he was a regular 
worshipper. In 1926, he was Senior Warden, and on the oecasion of 
the celebration of his seventieth birthday, in that year, he received 
® presentation from the members of tho Congregation. In May, 1928, 
Sir Meyer resigned from the Wardenship. He was the personification 
of innate courtesy and kindness of heart, and his passing is deeply 
regretted by the Congregation and by the Community. He was keenly 
interested in art, as is his brother, Mr. Marion H. Spielmann, the noted 
art critic. His brother, Sir Isidore Spielmann, predeceased him in 1925. 
Sir Meyer is survived by Lady Spielman, the well-known communal 
worker, two sous and two daughters. 


Mr. I. Ex.is, Headmaster of Hayes School, writes: 


_ Many better qualified than I will pay tribute to Sir Meyer Spielman’s 
memory as a great comm worker, but no one was more closely 
associated with him in the greatest interest of his life, the welfare of 
delinquent and - neglected children, or learnt to know him as I did 
during the t forty years. It was largely due to his advocacy and his 
versonal efforts in the financial field that Hayes School became estab- 

d.. Such was his sympathy and so high his ideals that no effort 
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on his part was spared to enable it to become at a bound something new 
in the treatment of delinquency. He was the first Chairman of the 
House Committee, and succeeded the late Louis Davidson as Chairman 
ef Managers. It was he who annually collected the funds that enabled 
a very high standard of efficiency to be maintained. | Nor were his 
interests confined to Hayes. In the activiti®s affecting the welfare 
of the Home Office Schools generally, his co-operation was invaluable. 
A mere catalogue of his social activities would inadequately desenbe Sir 
Meyer Spielman. It was the spirit behind the work which counted for 
so much! If his services were great, his high moral and social! 
characteristics were even greater. He was the most considerate and 
appreciative of men, and, while he was by no means all things to all 
men, he was ever as courteous to the poor and humble as to those 
more fortunate in their circumstances. In his death I personally mourn a 
very dear friend and a great inspiration. 


MEMORIAL SERVICE 

A service in memory of Sir Meyer Spielman was held at the New 
West. End Svnagogue on Wednesday. The Rev. Ernram Levine 
delivered an address, taking his text from Psalm 24: “‘Who may ascend 
the mountain of the Lord? And who may stand in His Holy. place? 
He that hath clean hands and a pure heart.’’ In the course of his 
address. Mr. Levine said: ‘* Our beloved friend, Meyer Sprelman, would 
not have wished to be the subject of a publie eulogy. His natural 
modesty shrank from public recognition of his goodness. He was happy 
to think that life had afforded him many opportunities to serve his 
generation. . The work was his pleasure, and the knowledge of his use- 
fulness in sO many directions far transcendéd any thought of praise or 
gratitude. Personal aggrandisement was alien to. his nature; everything 
he did was, in Hebrew phrase, done in the name of Heaven. But a 
life like this is a gift from God to man; it is an object lesson to the living; 
it becomes an inspiration. Thus, wé are in duty bound to thank God 
for the example of such a. man, and to take to our own hearts the 
precious lessons which such a beautiful life enshrines. He was the second 
of three brothers, who have all shed lustre upon their country and their 
Community. Sir Meyer, sharing this family heritage of love for the 
heautiful and the noble, consecrated his gifts to the service of his people 
and his country in so many directions, and with such devotion, that we 
marvel at his versatility. The State, the Community of his own people, 
the calls of farmly and friends all made demands upon his time and his 
energies. To all he responded with a nchly stored mind and a loving 
heart. From the days of his early manhood till the moment of Ins last 
illness, his life is the story of one long continuous record of personal 
service. To attempt to enumerate his vanous activities in Jewry would 
he to write a history of our Community during the last fifty years. 
A man of deep religious piety, he found the Synagogue a [fmntful field 
for the exercise of his talents. We m this Synagogue will always 
remember with gratitude all the good work he has done to stumulate the 
religious life of our Congregation. His several terms of office within the 
Synagogue at critical periods in its history and his loyal co-operation 
with Ministe&& and colleagues, and his invariable courtesy, made him 
a figure not alone respected and appreciated, but, in a very true sense, 
belovett. 

It was a joy to us to. have him with us Sabbath by Sabbath 
for public worship, and to catch the glow of an enthusiasm that never 
failed. We shall miss him sorely from the hfe of this Synagogue... In days 
gone by, his work made him the sponsor of many an appeal for religious 
educational purposes; practical interest in questions of poverty led him 
to the conduct of relief organisations; his concern for the welfare of 
Jewry throughout the world gave him a long period of activity on the 
Anglo-Jewish A\gociation; and the work of Jewish Colonisation had long 
been dear to him. One could go on to tell of branches of effort where 
his zeal and brain. were generously given to bestow benefit. upon his 
fellow-men. Everything he touched he adorned, because all his labours 
sprang from a deep consciousness of his duty to serve God and man. He 
will always be remembered for his work in connection with Reformatories 
and Industrial Schools. There was established between Meyer Spielman 
and the Home Office a link which forged many fnendships between him 
and Government officials. They knew hum as a Jew unbued with the 
traditions of his race and his faith; they knew him as an Englishman 
inspired by a high conception of duty to his country; and in the union 
of two such loyalties they saw a man of character and industry and 
devotion whom they delighted to honour. Meyer Spielman was richly 
blessed in his home life. His beloved companion, who shared with him 
for fifty-one years all his interests, and whose own many spheres of 
activity for her people were dear to him, was a continual source of 
inspiration and encouragement in all he undertook. Their home was 
the scene of many a communal gathering, and their joint desire to 
promote any good work: within or outside the Jewish Community was 
always manifested throughout the years. To her and to his children, 
we would offer our sympathy, assuring them of our sense of what such 
a loss must mean to them.”’

Why the Irish Guards’ Band shonld have been specially selected by 
these German guests of this country for the honour of leading them 
a “lively dance,” I don’t in the least know. Nor am I aware 
whether the 800,000 added to the army of Naziland’s unemployed in 
the last few months were “ skeletons at the feast’ of “ German beer 
and refreshments in their well-known quality.” Perbaps the 
skeletons preferred to haunt Goering’s “ colossal" and garish birth- 
day party last Sunday, at the State Opera House, a party distin- 


guished by barbarian splendour and luxury which would put 


“ Jewish ostentation” utterly in the shade. Even the meek and 
submissive German out-of-works and women in the butter-queues 


may have, at least, thought furiously! However, it is as well to 
observe that the long-ago-mooted idea of a ~“ German House" for 
London has not been abandoned, but is still being proceeded with— 
in two and sixpenny stages ! 

Communal Nuisances 

One of the most irritating of communal nuisances just now is 
the habit, on the part of some authors, of broadcasting copies of 
their work among members of the Jewish public. One morning 
there comes a rat-tat atthe door. When the door is opened, a parcel 
containing a book is delivered by a postman, who has found it too 
bulky to slip through the letter-box. 
discovers that the book has been sent, probably from abroad, 
by a writer of whom, mare often than not, he has never 
heard. There is usually, too, a covering. letter which asks him 
to return the volume if he 


The recipient opens it and 


does not wish to buy it, but 
sometimes no price is named. The recipient, if this is his first 
experience of the kind, is puzzled. He is not interested in the 


book and doesn't want it. 
whence it came. 


His first impulse is therefore to send it 
Then he jibs at the trouble and perhaps resents 
the imposition of the compulsory postage. On the other hand, he 
dislikes retaining the volume, and so, unable to make up his mind, 
he lets the matter slide. After a time, however, pressing reminders 
come, and at last, to get rid of the nuisance, he packs the book 
again and returns it to the sender—only to find himself pestered 
again later on by some other pushful author. I bave heard of only 
one instance in which the author condescended to apologise for his 
conduct, and he only brought himself to say that he would like 
" perhaps" to apologise! Evidently he was not sure that he ought 
to. Perhaps the only thing is to write back to these gentlemen 
somewhat in the strain used to Browning's pied piper by the Mayor 
of Hamelin City—”~ blow your pipe there till you burst! 


The Uninvited 


Here is another example of communal nuisances—lI refer to the 
growing practice of sending out tickets for dances and other festive 
occasions. The recipient, in this case, may be a nonagenarian unequal 
tothe perhaps strenuous exercise of the dance-hall. Or he may be ill, or 
anon-dancer by choice,or have made other arrangements for the fateful 
evening. Whatis he todo’? Stand and deliver every time he gets 
the tickets? (usually several are sent.) 
temper and politely return the ticket\\on each and every occasion ? 
Well, [ am told, that those who dispatch them do not éxpect 
their return if they are not used. But this is not an invariable 
rule, for the individuals who recently sent out invitations to a 
dance in. convection. with a -fund-raising effort on behalf of a 
suburban London Synagogue pointedly invited the recipients to 
notify their- intentions.

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Mrs. SOLOMON DAVID SASSOON 


We regret to announce the death, which occurred on Tuesday, 


after a long illness, at her residence, 32, Bruton Street, Mayfair, of 
Flora, widow of Solomon 


David Sassoon, of 
Malabar Hill, Bombay, 
where she was born. 
The deceased lady, 

who was a_ charming 
hostess and well known 
for her social and chari- 
table work, was a fine 
Hebrew’ scholar, Tal- 
mudist and a_ linguist. 
She was a daughter of 
the late Ezekiel Gubbay, 
a scholar and a member 
of one of the most dis- 
tinguished families of 
Bagdad. Her mother 
was a daughter of the 
late Sir Albert Sassoon, 
son of the founder of 
the great house of 
Sassoon in India. She 
marned her cousin, 
Solomon David Sassoon. 
Becoming a widow at 
an early age, she left 
India with her three 
children and established 
her. home in London. 
Apart from her social 
activities, Flora Sassoon 
interested herself in welfare movements, but the cause nearest her 
heart was the safeguarding of the Jewish spiritual heritage unchanged. 
She was rigidly orthodox herself, but, at the same time, was broad- 
minded. Her house in Bruton Street was the meeting place of all 
currents of thought and-opinion. She was very generous, and she 
responded to every appeal for aid. For many years she engaged a 
Rabbi to instruct her in the higher Hebrew studies, and liked nothing 
better than a discussion on abstruse Talmudic problems. In 1904, 
she presided at a lecture delivered by the late Chief Rabbi at Jews’ 
College, and in April, 1924, she presided at the Annual “Speech Day” 
at Jews’ College, and on that occasion delivered a learned Talmudical 
discourse. 

Mrs. Sassoon laid the foundation-stone of the London Jewish 
Hospital in November, 1915, and maintained until her death an active 
and practical interest in the Institution. In 1934, she acted as hostess 
of the Annual! Ball held in aid of the Hospital’s funds. She was a 
member for many years of the Sefardic Congregations of London and 
Manchester. Her son, Mr. David S. Sassoon, is a great Hgbrew 
scholar and bibliophile, and is the owner of one of the most unique 
libraries of Hebraica in the possession of any private individual in 
the world. Her daughter, Rachel, is the wife of Sir David Elias David 
Ezra, of Calcutta. Another daughter died some years ago, and was 
buried on the Mount. of Olives. 

The funeral of Mrs. Sassoon was at the Spanish and Portuguese 
Cemetery, Golders Green, yesterday (Thursday) morning.

Mrs. Artet BENSION writes: 


As there will be many others writing about Flora Sassoon as a 
scholar and as a public figure, I will confine myself only to the unique 
position she occupied among the Oriental Jews in England. Around her 
table, with its traditional Oriental lavishness, East met West, and for 
many from the East it was perhaps the only social contact with the West 
arising from a,visit to London. To the Eastern Jews she was the supreme 
authority on all matters relating to Jewish life in England. They came 
to her, as of old they must have come to, the Elders of the Community or 
to the Rabbi, with all their problems, and she advised and comforted 
them in their personal life, directed their public charities and their 
Synagogue attendance, and made them feel less alien and alone in the 
strange and seething West. From the home of Flora Sassoon, life 
radiated outwards for them. They came to her as she sat enthroned, 
like so many of the Eastern potentates whom she entertained, wrapped 
in her gorgeous scarves, covered in brilliant jewels, changing easily from 
English to Arabic, or Hebrew, or Marathi, or a European language to 
suit her guests, and they bowed over her hand and touched fingers 
to eyes and to lips in Oriental fashion. She knew the family trees and 
history of most of the great Sefardi families, and even the most distant 
relative was sure of a hearty welcome to a Sabbath or a festival 
meal, made beautiful by Sefardi tradition and melodies. And many a 
young man who had strayed far from the path of traditional Judaism 
would brush up his prayers before presenting himself at ‘“The House in 
Bruton Street,’’ where, as like as not, his neighbour at table might be 
a gorgeously-apparelled Ranee from India or a shabby Yeshivah Bochur 
from Poland. Her voluminous correspondence, addressed in many 
languages and bearing strange postmarks, she always answered personally. 
When I travelled to the farthermost outposts of Jewish civilisation, there 
was hardly a Community that had not heard of Flora Sassoon, the 


Talmudic scholar, the philanthropist, the friend of Jewish learning, the 
“Little Mother of Eastern Jewry.’’

Mr. EMIL DULBERG (Manchester)

The sudden death, from heart failure, of Mr. Emil Dulberg, of 
Singleton Road, Kersal, at the age of sixty-two, has deprived the 
Manchester and Salford Community of one of its most prominent and 
well-loved members, one who was

the benefit of his shrewd advice.

The burdens of Jewry throughout the world have been heavy 
and are still heavy, but they are not yet unendurable. Great as have 
been the contributions of their brethren towards the plight of German 
Jewry it is unhappily true that the call has fallen on many a deat ear, 
Strange as it may sound, there are many who have, to their own 
shame, evaded their humanitarian, to say nothing ef them Jewish, 
responsibilities and who have looked on with indiflerence at the 
burdens of their brethren. This week, three of our communal leaders 
have left for America to investigate conditions and to confer with their 
co-religionists there with a view to evolving some scheme to reseue 
human beings from the tortures of oppression and to provide the 
opportunity of existence. Whatever the outcome—and we pray that 
their way may prosper—there will be a call far more sacrifice on the 
part of Jewry. Let us remember that they cannot make bricks 
without straw. Or, in more explicit language, they cannot devise any 
scheme without wholehearted backing from their brethren. We know 
that there are many who will immediately rally to their support again 
as they have done in the past; but we likewise fear that there are 
many who will again seek to wriggle out of their responsibilities on 
some specious plea or another. If we allege that our burdens are 
becoming more than we can bear, let us set our faces against that 
lavish extravagance which still defames our good name in many, 
quarters and which so often accompanies so-called religious cele 
brations. Let the heart be roused and we shall find that if we want 
to make the bricks that are necessary, there is still the straw.

JEWISH BOOKSELLERS 
The Last Turn of the Screw 


An order in effect depriving Jewish booksellers of their licences 
to remain in business was issued last week. The order demands that 
all Jewish booksellers throughout the Reich should at once return 
their membership cards to the Reichschriftskammer. Without this 
membership card no one is permitted to deal in books. 

The order. issued on the instructions of the Ministry of Propa- 
ganda, reminds the Jewish booksellers that two months ago they were 
ordered either to liquidate their businesses or sell them to “Aryans. 
Since those remaining in business have followed neither course, they 
are now to report to the Chamber the exact date on which they agree 
to do either the one or the other. In the meantime, the order states 
that no Jewish bookshop may display or sell Hitler's book, “-Mein 
Kampf,” or any other Nazi lhterature, | | 

Although the order does not indicate it, it is assumed that Jewish) 
bookshops selling only Jewish works will be permitted to carry on as 
‘ Ghetto bookshops” in the same way as the Jewish Press is perrmmtted 
to carry. on.

MANUSCRIPT OF GHETTO LAWS 
Nuremberg’s Municipal Gift 


At a meeting of the City Council of Nuremberg, Herr Liebel, the 
Chief Burgomaster, paid a tribute to Julius Streicher, the Governor 
of Franconia, for having “by his uncompromising and tireless fight 
against the Jews during the past fifteen years, created the basis for 
the Nuremberg laws. In view of this fact and the indissoluble con- 
nection between the name of our city with the laws promulgated on 
September 15th, 1935,” Herr Liebel declared, “ Dr. Frick, Minister of 
the Interior, has granted my request to give to the City of Nuremberg 
the original manuscript ef the Nuremberg laws to be kept in the city 


archives. The manuscript will be exhibited to the public at certain 
tumes in the Town Hall,” 


CZECHOSLOVAKIAN JEWS 
Reichsbank Gives Them a Concession 


A special arrangement whereby Jews of Czechoslovakian citizen- 
ship wishing to leave Germany may return to their country with a 
substantial part of their capital, has been announced in Berlin. 
According to this arrangement, they may, on application, receive from 
the Reichsbank cheques made out on and payable by the Czecho- 
slovakian National Bank in liquidation of their capital tied up in 
Germany.

Extradition for “ Rassenchande” 


According to the Czechoslavak Press, excitement has been caused 
in the frontier town of Oderberg by the handing over of a young man, 
a youn, worthy und a baby to the Gestapo, who drove them away in 


a motor-car. e population was indignant at witnessing the first 
exarmple of extradition for “ racial desecration.” 


The young man was 
a Jew from Munch and the girl a non-Jewess from Brieg, near Breslau. 


The young mari had left Germany and found work at Temesvar. in 
Rumania, whither the girl followed him. The fathe apparently then 
raised charges of “ racial desecration ” and abduction against the man. 
who was thus extradited by way of Cyechosla€akia. . The formal 
reason for the extradition demand 1s stated to have been “ fraudulent 
bankruptey.”

Keach farnaily CONSISTS Of at least five members, two 
of whom have undegone careful training in work on the land. The 


families were selected by the Jewish Colomsation Association in 
collaboration with the Remhsvertretune der Juden in Deutschland. 


Winter Relief 
(over 70.000 .lews throughout have already been 
recipients of Jewish winter relief, according to official figures made 
public by the Jewish winter relief headquarters. Over 25,000 of this 
number reside in Berlin. They constitute 16 per cent. of the entire 
Berlin Jewish population, according to the census ot. 1O33. Actually 
this percentage 1s considerably larger, since thousands of Jews have 


emigrated from Berlin since the census. Among the recipients of 


reief are many “non-Aryans” and children of intermarriages who 
are Classed neither as Jews nor as “Aryans.” 
Jewish Coal Dealers , 


The South-German Coal Dealers’ Gazette reports that an associa- 
tion of German coal dealers has inquired of the Minister of Economics 
whether 1t is permissyple to buy coal from Jewish wholesalers and to 
sell to Jewish consumers. Dr. Schacht’s reply is given, as follows: 

“ There 1s absolutely no law against buying from Jewish whole- 
sale coal dealers. As for selling goods, 1 am opposed to a general 
refusal to sell fuel, which 1s an object of supreme necessity, to Jewish 
consumers. The individual coal dealer 1s free to sell or not to sell 
to whomever he hkes. But it 1s not permissible for a coal dealers’ 
association to use pressure or to pass resolutioris in this respect.” 


Foreign Correspondents 


The Association, of Foreign Correspondents in Berlin has notitied 
its Jewish members that if they wish to be exempted from the Nurem- 
berg laws prolubiting Jews employing “Aryan” servant girls, they 
may get such exemption throvigh the Association. The Association 
is endeavouring to obtaim for its “non-Aryan”’ members the same 
privileges. that are given “non-Aryan”™ members of the foreign 
diplomatic corps. 


Jewish Flag Officially Recognised 


The blue and white Ziomst banner has now been declared by the 
Nazi authorities the official Jewish flag, and as such is entitled to 
police protection under the Nuremberg laws and the national flag 
regulations. Jewish houses in the Reich will be expected henceforth 
to display this flag on days when all houses are to display the national 
colours. 

“It is for the Jewish people to decide for itself which are to be 
the colours of its flag,” the announcement states, “ but until they do 
that the Zionist blue and white flag, with the symbols of all the 
different Zionist groups, will be valid in the Reich as the Jewish flag, 
enjoying State protection’

house of Weil and Company has been arrested in Stuttgart. The 
banking house in Stuttgart and all its branches in Wiirttemberg State 
have been closed down by the authorities.

The League and German Refugees 
From Mr. W. SUMMERFIELD 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisa CHRONICLE 


would respectfully suggest that any negotiations aring out 
of the international problem created by Germany's refugees, should 
include a demand for the recogmtion by Germany of her responsibility 
for past  lhabilities also, which she has incurred through deltberate 
infringement of personal and property mghts from the beginning of the 
Hitler regime, even if those lhabilities when assessed cannot be 
immediately discharged by payment. 

It may be pertinent also at this tune when Germany's unmunity 
from public international cnticism appears at long last to be drawing 
to an ene, to point out that ample precedent exists for the so-called 
‘* interference *’ with the internal affairs of another State. When, dunng 
the Great War, the Turks persecuted them Armenian subjects -.and 
despoiled tiem of their property, the British nd Allied Governments 
agreed to treat the Armemans as fnendly alens, and when the Turkish 
misrule was brought. to an end provision was made in the economic 
clauses of the Peace Treaties whereby compensation in respect of myur\ 
to persons and property. was demanded by the British Government on 
behalf of the Armenmns affected, and this was secured through the 
machinery of the Clearing Offices which were set up under the Treaties. 
In other words, the Allied Powers insisted upon Turkey compensating 
her own persecuted Nationals. I had the pnvilege of assisting the British 
Pro-Armenian Committee which coneerned itself with this matter, and | 
can testify that whenever our representations on behalf of the 
Armenians were made to Government Offices, Members of Parlament 
and other public men, including ‘“‘hard-headed’’ business men, they 
were received with the utmost sympathy, which was followed by prac- 
tical assistance, precisely on the moral ground that persecution must be 
penalised if: international law is to exist at all. 

Never, perhaps, in all history has there been so much talk as now 
about armaments and the power of force; yet, paradoxically enough, 
never was the moral factor in public relations more to the front, as the 
storm which recently arose over the Hoare-Laval proposals .amply 
evidenced, and our leaders will not be leaning upon a Proken reed when 
they rely upon the awakened Christian conscience, as well as the hard 
economic facts which are bringing Germany to a realisation of the 
inevitable consequence of her crumes. From the port of view of law, 
Germany cannot ‘“* blow both hot and cold’; either her Jews are 
German Nationals or they are not. If they are German Nationals, all 
principles of public law and justice demand that they should be accorded 
the rights of Nationals; if they are not German Nationals, there can be 
no possible ground for suggesting that espousal of their eause ts ** inter- 
ference ’’ with the internal affairs of Germany, for it becomes the 
espousal of the cause of non-Germans, which its well within the jurisdiction 
of international law as recognised both in pre-League and post-League 
times. Every jurist has always recognised that imternational law 1s 
based primarnly upon moral sanctions.

The Jewish race—which, it 1s said, is surpassed even by 
the lowest of Negro tribes—produced at least such Olympic winners 
as Abrahams, Scholtz, Carr, Kiviat and Katz, not to mention men 
who won various places behind the winners. In the short time 
Olympic Winter Games were held, Germany scored not one victory, 
but the Jew, Jaffe, was a double-winner in skating. Germany's tennis 
reputation 1s based on-three names of world renown-—Freitzheim, 
Prenn .and von Cramm. According to ‘Aryan’ legislation,’ the first 
two are Jews and the last is married to a Jewess. Germany. is 
proud of her boxing champion, Schmeling, to whom Sharkey lost his 
world championship. Agaimst this single name the Jewish race can 
put up such names as Mendoza, Rosenbloom, Benny Leonard, Kid 
Lewis, Mandell, Bloomfield, Mason, Perez and others. Are they really 
offspring of an ‘infenr race’? The Olympic Gaines were revived 
to foster the bonds between all nations, all races and all faiths. I 
doubt whether this ideal will be fulfilled by present-day Germany.” 

The French sports organisation, “Les Anus des Sports,” of which 
M. Lebrun, President of the French Republic, is Honorary. President, 
and M. Tristan Bernard, the famous French writer, Honorary Chair- 
man, has published a manifesto protesting against the discrimination 
against Jewsh athletes in Germany and demanding that the German 
Sports Association should be ehmuinated from the Olyrnpics. 

Mr. Avery Brundage, Chairman of the American Olympic Com- 
tnittee, has announced that only 16,000 dollars of the approximately 
400,000 dollars necessary to finance the American teams in the Berlin 
Olympics had been collected by December 31st. He admutted he 
anticipated difficulties in collecting the full amount. 

The latest instance of anti-Jewish discrimination in sport, in 
Germany comes from Berlin, where a boxing match had been arranged 
with a Polish elub. When 1t was found that the Polsh representative 
would be the Jewish champion, Shaepsel. Rotholz, the match was 
eancelled.

The foundation-stone of the North-Western Reform Synagogue 
was laid on Sunday by Mr. Philip 8. Waley, President of the West 
London Synagogue, at Alyth Gardens, Finchley Road, Temple 
Fortune. <A choral service was held, and Bible readings were 
rendered by Mrs. M. Carmel and Mr. R. Nordon. 


Mr. J. A. Wolfe, Chairman of the new Congregation, in a statement, 
said that the ceremony in which they were participating was the outcome 
of three years’ work, by which time a congregation large enough to 
warrant a Synagogue had been established.

The Rev. H. F. Reinhart, who conveyed greetings from the West 
London Synagogue, said that he brought a threefold message. As from 
one Jewish Congregation to another, he hoped that upon the stone they 
would lay might nse another unit in defence of Jewish life amidst the 
angry tempests of our generation. Secondly, from the old Synagogue, 
which was representative of a certain emphasis in Jewish teaching, he 
expressed the hope that the stone might be an expression of progressive, 
enlightened, relevant religion. Thirdly, from a society of human beings, 
he trusted that through that stone they might be stimulated to further 
effort in the spiritual pilgrimage which was the privilege of all the 
children of men. 

Mr. E. L. Mendel then presented a silver trowel to Mr. Waley, 
who proceeded to lay the foundation-stone.

Work of Child Guidance 
URGENT NECESSITY FOR SUPPORT 

A lecture to members of the Union was given on Tuesday after- 
noon, at the London Child Guidance Clinic, Tudor Lodge, Canonbury 
Place, N., by the Medic Director of the Clinic, Dr. William Moodie. 

Dr. Moodie welcomed the members of the Union to the Clinic, and 
said that he hoped that their visit would. augur additional interest by 
every one of them in the work of the Clinic. Dr. Moodie proceeded to 
describe the methods by which the Climic worked, and said that on al! 
hands in medical science it was being found necessary to set up 
organisations by means of which full investigations could be carefully 
and thoroughly carried out. The idea underlying the work of the Clinic 
was not new. It was, in fact, about thirty years since work of the kind 
which aimed at dealing with the problem child had been found necessary, 
and the interest in the delinquent child, which made their work so very 
worth while, made it unperative for them to collect real data concerning 
each case, rather than to deal haphazard with their difficulties. There 
were three people necessary for dealing with the work they carried out. 
In the first place, there was needed a doctor, a physician who was trained 
in deahng with nervous complaints and who could determine whether 
there was any physical cause for the disorders they met. Next they 
needed the services of an educational psychologist who could assess the 
‘hild’s mental powers, and was also versed in educational matters, so 
is to be conversant with the tricks of the trade in scholastic affairs. 
And finally they needed a. social worker who could investigate the 
environment in which the child was placed and determine the manner 
in which the child was handled by its parents, and the manner in which 
the child treated its parents. 

Their work needed financial support, and fntil now the Common- 
wealth Fund of America, which had been behind all child guidance clinics 
in this country, had supported them. That Fund was now reducing its 
Their work, said 

r. Moodie in conclusion, was not merely clinical. As a by-product 
of what they accomplished, they were enabled to supply information 
to the world on the work they did. They trained annually two doctors, 
two psychologists, and thirty social students in conjunction. with the 
London School of Economics. 
Homes such as Doctor Barnardo’s, the National Children’s Home and the 
College of Nursing. They needed support and financial help for their 
work, which was preventive, and socially of the utmost value. 


After the lecture, thanks were accorded the lecturer on behalf of 
the Union of Jewish Women on the motion of Mrs. Eichholz.

The London Relief Federation is now 
making arrangements for the opening of a special Fund in aid of the 
Bessarabian famine sufferers, and donations for the purpose will be

Picasso's Latest at Zwemmer's 


At the Zwemmer Gallery there is an exhibition of works by 
“the moderns,” including a new etching by Picasso, “Not Yet 
Named" (No. 48). It depicts a huge monster brandishing a sword at 
a dragon with a wounded woman. ‘Two women are at a window 
looking on a little girl who carries a candle and a bouquet. A 
bearded man climbs a ladder. Unwilling as one may be to classify 
and so bind down any contemporary of art,.this etching bas to be 
called surrealist and is therefore beyond criticism 

Surrealism takes one back to the man in the street's “I know 
what I like,” for it deliberately defies all other standards. In this 
etching there are technically nice patches deliberately negatived by 
technically atrocious passages. The subject matter in any case 
matters little and emotional appeal is purely individual. One is left 
at most with composition, which is no difficult matter when every- 
thing else is thrown to the winds. 

The framing of all such works is extremely important and many 
times in this exhibition it gives more pleasure than the picture and 
can justify itself more readily.

Moses Mendelssohn

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sirn,—Your special article on Moses Mendelssohn made me turn to 
Rolleston’s Life of Lessing for further information with regard to the 
great Jewish philosopher, Rolleston, dealing with Lessing's theatrical 
works, makes mention of ** The Jews.” He states that it 

‘+ ig perhaps the most interestirg of all the plays, considered as a revela- 
tion of Lessing’s mind: and indeed none of them has much other interest 
for readers of to-day. The lot of the Jews in Germany was then, and for 
long afterwards, a very grievous one. In Prussia their condition was better 
than elsewhere, but even there, and under a monarch Who had begun his 
reign with a proclamation of universal toleration, they had much injustice 
to endure. They had to pay toll on their own bodies like merchandise at 
the gates of Berlin, and a heavy fine had to be paid on the marriage of 
every Jew, which Frederick, cynically business-like as usual, exacted in the 
form of a compulsory purchase from his new china factory. And, of course, 
the indirect results of these insulting. penalties and restrictions were far 
more grievous than the direct ones. Jewish children could not walk in the 
streets of Berlin without being stoned and hooted—for which reason even 

Mendelssohn, a man whose genius has heip: d to make the city where he 
lived illustrious, was obliged, as he himself tells us, to imprison his little 
ones all day jong in a silk factory.”’ 

Such conditions prevailed 150 years ago in Germany. Do not 
conditions considerably harsher prevail in that country to-day? Has 
Germany not reverted to its old-time treatment of the Jews? ‘Was it not 
strange that one of the greatest exponents of toleration of his time should 
have been compelled to hide his children because he was a dew? Today, 
a man like Einstein, one of the intellectual giants of our time, is compelled 
to play the role of ** The Wandering Jew,” because the rulers of his native 
land have become race-mad, 

In the opinion of many the philosophy promulgated by Moses 
Mendelssohn ied to wholesale desertions from the Jewish faith. What 
happened to Mendelssohn's own immediate family circle? Did most of 
them not become converts to Christianity? It seems difficult to speak of 
Moses Mendelssohn without taking into consideration the great trek from 
Judaism which occurred in his time, >»

AND STILL THEY COME. . , 
SOME NEW NOVELS 


Reader! Rejoice that you do not live in Williamsburg. This is a 
slum area of greater New York (apparently to be identified with Brooklyn) 
inhabited entirely by Jews. And what Jews! Daniel Fuchs describes 
them with extraordinary force in Summer in WituiamMseura (Constable, 
7s. 6d. net.), and one seems to know them all. as intumately as one 
iloes one’s next door neighbours. There are cangsters, misers, half-wits, 
philanderers, crooks and every other variety of unpleasant humanity. 
Only one family which figures prominently has any decency about it: 
yet one of its members begins as a gunman. True, the action is restricted 
tO three torrid months and a single tenement house: yet one is given 
to understand that this is typical of Williamsburg as a whole. The 
Judaism of the characters is restricted almost entirely to their names 
and their misuse of language: only once are we taken into the Synagogue, 
and that appears to be for the pleasuré of seeing the purchase of some 
stolen diamonds. Mr. Fuchs, in this first novel, shows himself a faith- 
ful and competent disciple of Michael Gold, whose able but extraordinarily 
scurrilous ‘‘Jews Without Money,’’ now translated into Spanish, is carry 
Mme a suilal picture oft Jews to places where, in the absence of any 
antidote, it will probably be considered authoritative. 


A Gvest on Earta (Heinemann, 7s. 
It is the story of a self-satisfied Russian swash 
buckler, who is informed by a gipsy that it is his lot to be both a 
murderer and a saint. His manner of life gives ample oportunity for 
the first of these two predictiong to be fulfilled: and he elbows his wa, 
through life, during the War the troubled period which follows, 
without gving much thought to the second. The time comes when he 
is In imittary command in a typical Eastern European village, with a 
large commeunty of Jews, one of whom keeps the local spirit shop. When 
a pogrom breaks out, Colonel Tarabas’ native anti-Jewish feeling surces 
up, until-something occurs which makes him recall the gipsy’s prophecy. 
lake the principal character in J. L..Singer’s masterpiece, he seeks 
expiation in a hfe of wandering, which ends only when he has realised 
saintliness. The story seems to be intended as an allegory; but it 
commands attention also for the masterly simplicity of its telling, its 
penetrating analysis of character and its warm characterisation of the 
background

In “‘Singermann”’ and in other works, Myron Brinig presented us 
with an analysis of the rise and fall of an outstanding Jewish family. of 
Copper City. In his new novel, Tae Sun Sers ww tue West (Cobden- 
Sanderson, 7s. 6d. net.), he surveys impartially, and with magnificent 
power of characterisation, all the inhabitants of a single section of the 
same city, rich and poor, from the society snob to the Communist 
leader. In the background, hke a Greek chorus, we hear the chatter, of 
a couple of Inshwomen, talking from window to window, inimitably 
done. There are, Jews, too: the magnificent and pious, if slightly 
mmprobable junk-man, and his ne’er-do-well son (incidentally, it may be 
mentioned that almost all the younger characters in the book are only 
children; one hesitates to decide whether Mr. Brinig planned this con- 
sciously or no). There is the sensitive, book-loving, David Sandor, with 
no one to sympathise with him but a middle-aged library assistant. 
There 1s his father, Leon Sandor, entirely absorbed in his business, but 
forced to see it ruined by the competition of a chain-store which opened 
over the way—an. illustration, this, of a widespread process in America, 
which may make as much difference in Jewish life as the rise of Nazism. 
It is a pity that, when he touches on specifically Jewish points, Mr. 
Brinig always shows himself so exceptionally ill-informed. It would be 
absurd to treat a novel as seriously as a scientific treatise: but it is 
really impossible to pass in silence a reference (p. LI) to ‘‘sacramental 
red wine left over from Yom Kippur.”’ | 


There isan old Jew, Baruch Sharaga, living in a Transylvanian town. 
The greatest treasure of his antique shop is a collection of death-masks. 
Among them lives his ward, Rachel, whortn he has saved from sonie 
outbreak of violence at Salonika, and whom he endeavours to bring 
up in seclusion, safe from the taint and ugliness of the world . . . . This 
1s the setting of Masks, a novel by Marie, Queen of Rumania (Duckworth, 
7s. 6d. net.), told with delicacy and feeling. The figure of Baruch 
Sharaga is delineated interestingly, and not unsympathetically. He is 
the type of the Wandering Jew—restless, homeless and unloved, except 
by the middle-aged professor whom he introduces to his ward. The 
latter learns, in the end, that she is not of Jewish stock, and has to 
master the rudiments of Christianity—including the strange phenomenon 
ef Jewish persecution. The book ends on a tragic note: for she finds 


that the world is not so kind as her Jewish foster-father. 


Novels about the best-loved Hebrew ruler are common; but perhaps 
none recently published is as forceful as Maud Flannery’s RemMemper 
Davip (Methuen and Co., Ltd., 7s. 6d.).. The authoress has succeeded 
in a task which many have attempted but few accomplished. She 
presents the Biblical story and the Biblical atmosphere as convincingly as 
though she were speaking of the contemporary world. Sometimes one 
does not agree with the picture; sometimes one feels that she has made

¢ mistake i interpretation ; but the ferce and the convineingness of the 
account remain unimpaired. Comparison with the technique of Lion 
Feuchtwanger is invited—and the comparison 1s not altogether to Miss 
Flannerv’s disadvantage. The action follows closely enough upon the 
Bible. More heed not be said in commendation: for the Story of David, 
as we read it in the Book of Samuel, 1s among the world’s greatest, 
tales of romance. It would be a poor craftsman who could spoil it 
and Miss Flannery is far from a poor craftsman. 


One of the few good results of the Nazi Revolution in Germany is 
that novelists have been provided through it with a fresh theme, On 
the one hand. there 18 the present situation nm Crermany : = the other, 
(a newer development) the possibility of the spread of the Nazi systet 
te other countries. André Chamson’s Barren HARVEST (The Bodles 
Head, 7s. 6d. net.) is an example of the first. It is staged in = French 
mining district, where German technicians, eyed askance at first, are 
soon accepted as comrades. But this 1s altered when the central French 
character has -to go to Germany, and his contact with the newly- 
triumphant Nazi Movement has a disastrous effect upon the mutual 
relationships, hitherto ideal. Admurably conceived, executed and tran 
lated. this work is incidentally useful as a reminder that it is possible to 
write about present day Germany without’ mentioning the Jews. 


Shamus Frazer’s A SHROUD AS WELL As A Surrt (Chapman and Hall, 
cs. 6d. net.) brings Fascism to England, with a lght-heartedness which 
is not altogether without a touch of warning. The Goebbels of the new 
movernent. the Cricketshirts (‘‘Bravo, Beesley!’’ is their slogan) is a 
schoolmaster who loses his job and his girl fnend in consequence ot 
having grown a beard during a visit to Russia. He enters the movement 
as an alternative to unemployment. <A drunken altereation with a Jew 
in Wardour Street has made him into a professional anti-Semite ; 
when the moment of triutnpl: dawns, ‘‘the Synagogués were polluted by 
hooligans in ericket shirts, and Gentilegewith ‘the grin of dogs ran about 
the Citv, chivwying obese Company Directors with baton and revolver.

PHARISEEISM 

Puanisaic Jupaism ix Transrrion, by Ben. Zion Bokser (Bloch 
Pubhshing Co.) presents a critical study of Rabbi Ehezer ben Hyrcanus 
in relation to his social milieu. Recognising the mter-relations between 
social and religious history, the author attempts to reconstruct, on the 
basis of the utterances of this famous teacher scattered in Rabbinic 
literature, the major phases of his career, and to trace the soctal and 
economic influences that fashioned his character and outlook and deter- 
mined his attitude to a number of problems in the detail of life which the 
Law presented. The figure of the Rabbi as it emerges from this study 
is far frotn attractive. We see before us a bad-tempered man, unpolished 
in manners, crude in speech, of a bullying nature, querulous, hostile to 
the non-Jewish world, unfnendly to proselytes, a champion of vested 
interests, unsympathetic to women, the poor, the lowly, the slave and 
the cruminal. There must be something questionable about a method 
that leads to such an estimate of a man who is designated in Rabbinic 
writings ““The Great,’’ and of whom is was said, even while he was 
still living, that he was ‘‘better to Israel than a father and a mother.’’ 
Indeed, one does detect in the author a too great tendency ‘to generalisa- 
tion. Occasionally, too, we see him allowing zeal for his theories to 
outrun his material. Illustrative of this is his conclusion that Rabb 
Eliezer objected to making festivals an occasion for exchanging visits, 
because we find him rebuking his pupil Iai for leaving his family behind 
in order to spend the festival with his teacher! In all this, there is 
perceptible too much of the school of Weiss and Graetz. A little more 
regard for the arguments of Halevy would have undoubtedly supplied 
the correctiye. There will, of course, be general agreement with the 
author that there were certain principles rooted in the social milieu whence 
Rabbi Eliezer sprung that gave some colouring to his theological, social! 
and religious teachings. And for helping us to understand what these 
were, the author deserves our gratitude. But that is something different 
from the view that these were the predominating influences that moulded 
the character and life of this great teacher in Israel, making him into that 
unlovable personality portrayed in the book. 


For those who have already visited, or are about to visit, the 
magnificent exhibition of Chinese Art now to be seen at Burlington 
House, and are, perhaps, somewhat bewildered by the difficulty of 
appreciating artistic ideals and conventions that seem to be so different 
from our own, there is no more useful handbook than Chiang Yee’s Tur 
CuInese Eye (Methuen, 7s. 6d.). The author, himself a Chinese artist, 
interprets Chinese painting for the European in a lively and engaging 
manner. The book is very readable indeed, and no one will rise from 
its perusal without feeling that at last he knows something of the history, 
the methods, the subjects and the philosophy of the Chinese painter. 
Mr. 8. I. Hsiung, the translator of “Lady Precious Stream,’’ testifies, 
In a witty preface, that this book will serve not only the general public, 
but also connoisseurs and artists themselves, for it deals with many 
interesting angles of Chinese painting which very few of its predecessors 


have ever touched. There are twenty-four illustrations.

My Dear Covsitn, 


Hegemony denotes leadership, preponderant authority or 
influence. Throughout the history of the Jewish people that 
leadership was centred, now East, now West. 


For nearty five hundred years, say, from the year 500 to the 


year 980 of the common erg, the mass of Jews lived in Babylon. 


and there developed a veligious life in continuation of the ancient 
traditions. Learning flourished in famous colleges; men of light 
and leading arose among the Babylonian Jews, and _ their 
co-religionists the world over looked to Babylon for guidance and 
leadership. 

During the next five huadred years the hegemony of Jewry was 
with the Spanish Jews—from 980 to 1492. It is not always easy to 


obtain. an adequate picture of what has been termed the Golden Age — 


of the Galut. The Jews in.Moslem Spain enjoyed toleration. They 
might engage in any economic activities that attracted them: they 
produced physicians and financiers of eminence. The standard of 
life among them was fairly high, and in consequence thought was 
free; the spirit moved at. its own sweet will. Learning found 
patronage ; first-class books saw the light of day ; scholars were active 
in every department of Jewish thought, and men arose who carried 
weight far beyond the Iberian Peninsula. World Jewry looked to 
the Sefardim for guidance. From Spain went forth the Torah 
and the word of the Lord from North Africa. One need 
only recall Maimonides and Bachya as _ religious leaders: 
Yehuda Halevi and Ibn Gabirol as poets and philosophers. The 
Sefardim even produced doubters. A healthy community is not 
afraid of doubters; where they appear great mep provide Guides for 
the Perplexed. It is true that French Jewry and German Jewry 
had their period of light during these five centuries. But hegemony 
was not with them for any long space. They also have to their 
credit no small contributions to Jewish civilisation both as regards 
men and thought.

To answer this question it may be well to take stock of the 
situation. Above all, Anglo-Jewry requires leadership of the highest 
quality, and religious leadership more particularly. Will anyone 
assert that our religious leadership is adequate? We have a 
training college for Rabbis and Ministers: it -may have served the 
needs of a growing community fifty years ago. But to-day, since 
Anglo-Jewry is forced to take up the hegemony of world Jewry, our 
poor little college is not adequate for the requirements of the time. 
If it is to serve the community efficiently today. it must be over- 
hauled from roof to floor. Every cranny must be cleaned out; 
all its human material must be improved. Indeed, this pro- 
cess of improvement is but part of the re-organisation of our 
educational system. Jewish education is our dominating problem, 
If that is not healthy, all our other activities will fail utterly. 
They will be in vain. They will have no roots. A programme of 
educational reform is therefore one of the crying needs of the time. 
Carried out by the right people. such a programme will reform Jewish 
education in Avglo-Jewry. will reform Jews College so that the 
institution may produce competent religious leaders, men learned in 
Jewish lore, who will be able to take up aud continue the cultural 
work of German Jewry, which looks like ceasing before long. Ina 
word. what we most need in this country isaJewish Renaissance. It 
would put new idealism into Jewish life and would also protect us 
against the danger of Rabbinic Clericalism. Rabbinic influence was 
the dead hand on Polish Jewry; let us see to it in time that prepon- 
derating Rabbinic influence does not throttle a sane Jewish life in 
Anglo-Jewry. Rabbis have their place in Jewish life, but they must 
not occupy the whole stage. Also, they must eschew political 
machination. Your scheming, political Rabbi is an abomination 
unto the Lord. 

Lastly, for our hegemony of Jewry we need first-class communal 
leadership. Are we satisfied that we are blessed-with it? Is the 
Board of Deputies worthy of a Community charged with the leader- 
ship of World Jewry? Opinion is by no means united on this 
question, A reformed Board of Deputies would make it so.

\n unprecedented ban on Jews has been introduced by the 
Y.M.C.A. in Poland. No Jew is allowed to enter and use the sports 


and recreation rooms and tennis courts, or any of the facilities of 
the organisation in Warsaw or in Poland. According to the Jewish 
MOMENT, a non-Jéwish swimming club was actually refused the use 
of the Y.M.C.A.’s swimming pool, on the ground that the club has 
two Jews on its members’ list. 


Greatly surprised at the anti-Jewish attitude of the Y.M.C.A.. 


your correspondent in Warsaw made special inquiries at the 
Association's offices in Warsaw.  M. Stajewski, the head of the 
sports section, fully contirmed the reports that in Poland 
the ¥.M.C.A. recreation halls and sports facilities are closed 
to Jews, but denied that any “Aryan Paragraph” had been 
introduced. What we introduced,” he said, “is a Christian 
paragraph: Converted Jews have the full right of using our 


institution.’ The principle introduced in the Statutes of the 
Y.M.C.A. in Poland is that as none but Cbristians can be members 
of the organisation, only Christians shall be allowed the use of the 
other facilities the organisation commands. Jews, on the other 
hand, cannot be members and must therefore be barred. When the 
attention of M. Stajewski was drawn to the fact that Jews have 
free access to Y.M.C.A. recreational facilities in England, America 
and elsewhere, he replied that he did not know the practice in 
other countries, and added, “In Poland, however, the Y¥.M.C.A. is 
slosed to Jews.”’ 

The authorities have prohibited street sales of the WARTA, the 
extremist anti-Semitic paper, whose vendors wear Swastika armbands 
and are members of the Polish Nazi Party, which has its headquarters in 


lodz. ‘The prohibition was motivated by the fact that the Swastika is 
part of the official German flag and an official emblem of the Reich. 


Contrary to all promises given to the Jews, the Jewish students have 
found to their astonishment, when the Lemberg Polytechnic re-opened 
after the Christmas vacation, that the ‘* Ghetto” installed there for the 
Jewish students has not been abolished and that Jews are still obliged ‘to 
sit apart from the non-Jews. The Jewish students have made strong 
protests to the Rector, who received a deputation of the Jewish students 
with marked hostility. As a result of the attitude of the authorities

Government Concessions to Staatenlose 


Safeguards Against Deportation 


An important step towards improving the position of Staatenlose 
in France has been taken by the Government, by the issue of a 
circular-letter stipulating that Staatenlose should not be deported in 
future on a simple administrative order, but that every such case 
should be referred to the Minister of the Interior. Deportations 
may take place only for committing a criminal offence, for anti- 
Government action, for plotting on French territory against a 
foreign Government, or, for wilful non-payment of taxes. In 
every case the family position of the person concerned and other 
circumstances in his favour will be taken into account. Jewish 
public opinion is greatly gratified by the Government's order. and 
it is hoped that a similar measure may be issued with regard to 
German refugees.

Some months ago Rumania granted certain customs duty 
facilities on Palestine citrus which would have enabled it to enter 
the market on a large scale and to have adjusted the ratio of about 
one to ten of Palestine goods accepted by Rumania as against 
Rumanian exports to Palestine that has persisted with fluctuations 
during the past few years. 

A few weeks ago, however, the Rumanian Government (at the 
height of the season, when citrus exports are at their maximum), 
imposed a 88 per cent. currency tax upon such citrus shipments. 

Unfortunately Palestine is so placed that it cannot retaliate 
officially against cases of discrimination such as these. The 
Mandate enjoins that Palestine must keep its doors open for free 
trade (as witness the anomaly of German and Japanese dumping) 
while being denied any legal redress against countries wilfully 
refusing to accept its exports. ‘he only possible counter-action is 
the voluntary one of refraining from purchasing raw materials and 
the like from the country which is indifferent to its interests. <A 
move in this direction has been developed among Jewish and Arab 
citrus shippers whoare going to place their orders elsewhere. The 
main imports from Rumania last year were: cattle, £58,000; wood

PROF. BRODETSKY ADDRESSES PRESS CONFERENCE 


Professor S. Brodetsky addressed a Press Conference at the 
offices of the Zionist Organisation, in Great Russell Street, W.C., on 
‘Tuesday afternoon, on the question of the Legislative Council. The 
Conference, which was presided over by Mr. Paul Goodman, wag 
held under the auspices of the Special Committee representing the 
Zionist Federation and the Zionist parties in this country. 

Mr. Paul Goodman stressed the unanimity which existed among 
Jewry in its opposition to the Legislative ¢ ouncil. Speaking for 
the Zionist Federation. he said that for the last two decades the 
Zionist Federation had made it a cardinal principle of their policy 
to reach co-operation with Great Britain and the Jew ish people in 
regard to the establishment of the Jewish National Home. It was,

The Legislative Council had been demanded by certain sections 
of the Arabs for the express purpose of nullifying the policy of the 
Jewish National Home. The Arabs asked that they should be given 
power through such a body to prevent Jewish immigration into 
Palestine ; to prevent the acquisition by Jews of land in Palestine, 
to prevent the carrying out of the policy of the Jewish National 
liome. It was not a natural development of conditions in 
Palestine as contemplated by His Majesty's Government when it 
gave the Balfour Declaration in 1917 and in its varioug declarations 
upon the Palestinian policy ever since. lt went contrary to every 
line of that policy as laid down by the Government. The effect of 
the establishment of such a Body would obviously be to make if 
more difficult for the Government to carry out its obligations to 
the Jewish National Home. 

According to the Mandate it was the obligation of the Mandatory 
Power to encourage Jewish immigration into Palestine and close 
Jewish settlement upon the land. In other words, the Government 
had got to adopt a positive, constructive attitude towards their 
work in Palestine. The object of those who would constitute at 
least half of the Legislative Council was definitely not only not to 
eucourage, but to make impossible the carrying out of the policy of 
the Jewish National Home. ‘The policy of the Jewish National 
Home was not one which referred to the Jewish inhabitants of 
Palestine, but was one which referred to the Jewish people. Jews 
who settled in Palestine were not merely inhabitants of the country, 
but they were members of the Jewish nation whose historic 
connection with Palestine was explicitly recognised in the Mandate. 

A Legislative Council which had the effect of setting up a 
Legislating Body in which the Jews of Palestine were to be repre- 
sented by a minority, had the effect of denying the principle that 
the Jewish National Home was the concern of the Jewish people all 
over the world, and had further the effect of reducing the status of 
the Jewish people in Palestine. Not only did they regret this 
prospect of not co-aperating with the Government in this respect, 
but they also regretted that they would not be able to co-operate 
with the present High Commissioner. 

The Rev. M. L. Perlzweig spoke of the objection to the proposal 
which was felt very strongly not only in Jewish quarters, bat 
ninong many non-Jews, on practical grounds—that the country was 
wholly unripe for a far-reaching experiment of this kind.

PROF. BRODETSKY ADDRESSES PRESS CONFERENCE 


Professor S. Brodetsky addressed a Press Conference at the 
offices of the Zionist Organisation, in Great Russell Street, W.C., on 
‘Tuesday afternoon, on the question of the Legislative Council, The 
Conference, which was presided over by Mr. Paul Goodman, was 
held under the auspices of the Special Committee representing the 
Zionist Federation and the Zionist parties in this country. 

Mr. Paul Goodman stressed the unanimity which existed among 
Jewry in its opposition to the Legislative Council. Speaking for 
the Zionist Federation. he said that for the last two decades the 
Zionist Federation had made‘it a cardinal principle of their policy 
to reach co-operation with Great Britain and the Jewish people in 
regard to the establishment of the Jew ish National Home.

‘The Arabs asked that they should be given 
power through such a body to prevent Jewish immigration into 
Palestine ; to prevent the acquisition by Jews of land in Palestine, 
to prevent the carrying out.of the policy of the Jewish. National 
Hlome. lt was not a natural development of conditions in 
alestine as contemplated by His Majesty's Government when it 
cave the Balfour De¢laration in 1917 and in its various declarations 
upon the Palestinian policy ever since. It went contrary to every 
line of that policy as laid down by the Government. The effect of 
the establishment of such a Body would obviously be to make if 
more difficult for the Government to carry out its obligations to 
the Jewish National Home. 

According to the Mandate it was the obligation of the Mandatory 
Power to encourage Jewish immigration into Palestine and close 
Jewish settlement upon the land. In other words, the Government 


had got to adopt a positive, constructive attitude towards their 


work in Palestine. The object of those who would constitute af 
least half of the Legislative Council was definitely not only not to 
encourage, but to make impossible the carrying out of the policy of 
the Jewish National Home. The policy of the Jewish National 
tlome was not one which referred to the Jewish inhabitants of 
Palestine, but was one which referred to the Jewish people. Jews 
who settled in Palestine were not merely inhabitants of the country, 
but they were members of the Jewish nation whose historic 
connection with Palestine was explicitly recognised in the Mandate.

Meaning of “ Jewish National Home’ 


From Dr. J. M. YOFFEY 
To the Editor of Tue Jewitsu CHRONICLE 

sik, The question of the legal basis of the Jewish National Home 
is one which is of interest to all Zionik‘s, even to those of us who 
believe that in the long run the National Home will come to mean 
precisely what we ourselves cheose to make of it. 

The Balfour Declaration may be regarded as only a first approxi- 
mation to the later and more definitive formula contained in the 
Mandate. It is true that the body of the Mandate itself is as studiously 
non-commiuttal in its phraseology as is the Balfour Declaration. The 
Preamble to the Mandate, on the othe hatd, 1s not so ambiguous. 
The all-important words are the following: “The Council of the 
League of Nations: Whereas....Whereas....and Whereas recogni- 
tion has thereby been given to the historical connection of the Jewish 
people with Palestine and to the grounds for reconstituting their 
national home im that country;.... Confirming the ‘said miandate, 
defines its terms as follows :” 

Now the most significant word here is “ reconstituting.” One can 
only reconstitute what has already been in existence, and that was 
a National Home in the sense in which we Zionists understand it, not 
merely a place of refuge. Furthermore, Article 2 of the mandate 
makes further reference to the preamble: “ The Mandatory shall be 
responsible for placing the country under such political, administrative 
and economic conditions as will secure the establishment of the Jewish 
national home, as laid down in the preamble....” (The italies in all 
these quotations are own). 

Nor roust it be thought that this “ histone connection ” clause in 

the preamble was heedlessly introduced. It was the subject of pro- 
longed and careful discussion. When the late Lord Curzon was 
Foreign Secretary, and the first official draft of the Mandate put 
forward (June 10th, 1920), this clause was deliberately omitted. In 
August, 1920, it was reinstated. In October, 1920, it was again with- 
drawn, and was finally re-introduced after careful consideration by 
the Cabinet in December, 1920. It cannot therefore be argued that 
the clause was inserted without full and detailed consideration of all 
its umplications. 
: On the purely legal side there was also the problem of the alleged 
promises to the Arabs. Here we have, to support us, the famous letter 
sent by Feisul to Professor Frankfurter (March Ist, 1919). 
says, mter alia: “The Arabs, especially the educated among us, 
look with the deepest sympathy on the Zionist Movement. Our 
deputation here in Paris is fully acquainted with the proposals sub- 
mitted yesterday by the Zionist Organisation to the Peace Con- 
ference, and we regard them as moderate and proper. We will do our 
best, in so far as we are concerned, to help them through; we will 
wish the Jews a hearty welcome home.”

MR. BEN GURION AND HAAVARAH 

The German Transfer Agreement, in the opinion of Mr. Ben 
Gurion, touches the Jewish problem to its foundation, and 1s essentially 
«a controversy between Zionists, on the one hand, and anti-Zionists 


and Assimilationists on the other. This seems a sweeping assertion, 


but in his address at the Vaad Leumi, given in full in the Davar, 


Mr. Ben Gurion endeavours to explain his contention. 

aa happenings in Germany, says Mr. Ben Gurion, contront Jew ry 
with a problem unprecedented in its history. There are two replies to 
the problem. One answer ts: There is no hope, and no future for the 
Jews in the Diaspora Here was a country where Jews enjoyed all 
rights, lived in comfort, participated to the best ot their ability in the 
cultural and economic advancement of the country, assimilated to the 
point of being submerged—-and suddenly they are uprooted! They are 
deprived of their rights, their honour, subjected to mmhuman eruelties and 
trampled upon with callous ruthlessness. What other solution then is 
there than that of escape to the Jewish National Home? ‘It 1s useles- 
fighting anti-Semitism; and the appeal to the world is of no avail 
because no one will hear them. There is therefore but one remedy; that 
of quitting the Galut and going to Palestine, since those remaining are 
doomed to extinction: here and there some will escape, but the remainde: 
will perish. 

The other view, held by the majority, including even many Zionists. 
i that only a minority ean come to the country, that the Jewish people 
must fernain in the Diaspora and are therefore obliged to fight for the 
rights and for their future existence. Consequently they had to mobilise 
all forces in the struggle against anti-Semitism. But he asks: how are 
they to fight? In former davs the defence was made through apologetic 
literature: historic and scientific evidence was produced about the goo! 
Jewish qualities, and their ethical mission. Numerous books have been 
written showkga the baselessness of anti-Semitic accusations. The 
Orthodox Jews blew the Shofar. to expel Satan, and the Liberal Jews 
blew the scientific trumpet to destroy anti-Semitism. Now it was the 
hoyeott; the Nazis, having declared war against Jews gnd Judaism, the 
Jews must accept the challenge. As, however, Jews have neither an army 
nor a fleet, they must resort to the boycott. 

Mr. Ben Gurion does not deny that both views have justification 
The fact is, however, he declares, that the whole tragic controversy 
revolves around a sinking people, clutching at anything in the hope of 
saving itself. But Zionism says that the only hope for the Jewish people 
is Palestine; and even though it cannot absorb the whole nation, there 
is. no other alternative. Consequently all means for the upbuilding olf 
that sole refuge are permissible. All other efforts are only palhatives. 

There can be no question of shirking the fight, Mr. Ben Gurion 
continues, though there is no prospect of winning, it. Ii Jewish rights 
and their honour are assailed, Jews have to fight, whatever the result. 
But if faced with the alterriative of either fighting against anti-Semitism 
or working for their redemption, Zionism dictates the latter course, that 
the main efforta should be directed mm bringing about a change im the 
Jewish position so as not’ to be dependent on the attitude of other 
people. 

The conclusion he draws from the premises is that the first duty of 
Jews is to rescue German Jews; to take out of the country the Jewish 
women and children and bring them to Palestine; and since the Transfer 
Agreement is, so he says, the only way to save them, they had to resort 
to it. The German Jews ruled by Hitler cannot be shot in the back by 
their fellow-Jews. Jewry has lost one section in Russia and cannot afford 
to lose another in Germany. 


Ben Gunon’s contentions were questioned by his colleague, Mr. 
isaac Grunbaum who, while not differing on-the main issue of the 
Transfer, objected to the underlying implication. He opposed the 
negative attitude towards the fight for Jewish rights in the Diaspora, 
regarding it as dangerous; and strongly disapproved of character- 
ising the Transfer controversy as a conflict between Zionists and 
Assimilationists.

The Attack on Dr. Niemirover 


— 


Climax of Incitement Campaign 

COMBATING ANTLSEMITISM 
As clumax to the increasing ferocity of the present anti-Jewish 
campaign, last week's attempt on the life of Dr. Jacob Niemirover. 
Chief Rabbi of Bucharest, serves to focus attention on the dangerous 
situation with which Rumanian Jewry is faced. While anti Jewish 
incitement is allowed wide scope, anti-Semites may well consider 
that Jews can be attacked with impunity. 

Dr. Niemirover, who is sixty-five years old, is Chief Rabbi of 
Old Ramania and amember of the Senate. He isa lead ny ftizure 
in the Rumanian Zionist movement and in the Bnai B'rith. While 
walking to the @ynagogue last Saturday, he was fired at three 
times at close range. Tie shots passed through his clothing, 
however, only a slight flesh wound being inflicted. 


One 
person, Aural lonescu, believed to be a 


member of the anti- 
Semitic “lron Guard" organisation responsible for the assassina- 
tion of M. Duca, the Premier in 1933, has been arrested. A semi-ofticial 
statement describes the prisoner as a religious maniac, and asserts 
that the attempted assassination was ~ without political character.’ 
The attempt on Rabbi Niemirover's life is, nevertheless, believed to 
have been planned by an anti-Semitic group. Meanwhile, many 
congratulations on his escape have been received by Dr. Niemirover, 
who is a popular figure. It is possible that the assassination attempt 
may lead to a more resolute attitude towards the 
onslaught. 

M. Grigore Junian, one of the leaders of the Rumanian Demo- 
crats,and M Dobrescu, a former Mayor of Bucharest, are making a 
determined effort to form a Democratic Front and 
Militia to oppose the Fascist and anti-Semitic bodies 
end to anti-Jewish excesses. 

Following the recent victory of Cuzist lawyers in gaining 
complete contro!, by means of terrorism, of the Bucharest Ciamber 
of Lawyers, which bas over 1,000 Jewish members, important steps 
are being taken to defend the interests of Jewish lawyers elsewhere 
In Oradea, a large Jewish centre, a Democratic bloc of lawyers has 
been formed under the leadership of non-Jews, with the object of 
actively combating anti-Jewish measures.

Wooing the Jewish Voter 


VENIZELISTS AND ANTLSEMITES 


The Venizelist Press, in spite of disclaimers by the party 
leaders, is again, on the occasion of the present general election 
campaign, beginning to adopt an anti-Jewish tone. The KAIROI,a 
prominent Venizelist paper in Salonika, in an editorial headed 
“ The Jews,” criticises the inclusion of Jews in the party list for the 
election, which is to take place omSunday week. Only 150 Jews vote 
on the Venizelist ticket, the paper asserts, and the Jews consequently 
do not deserve a representation on the list. The two Jewish 
candidates on the Venizelist ticket, MM. Aaron Sciaky and Edwin 
Saltiel, have written to KAiro1 in answer to this attack. 

The Tsaldarist Press seizes the occasion to warn the Jews 
against placing confidence ia the Venizelist party. PHos,a Tsaldarist 
organ, points out that the Venizelists are once more starting to use 
anti-Semitic slogans, and declares: “Jews will not vote for 
Venizelists. The fire in the Campbell quarter ‘scene of a serious 
pogrom in June, 1931) is not for:otten.” The Tsaldarist list itself 
includes to Jews, Messrs. Daniel Allalouf and Ascher Moises, while 
General Kondylis and the “ People’s Front” (Communists, Socialists 
and Agrarians). have also anuounced their intentions of including 
two Jews in their respective lists of candidates. 

In the present elections, Jews in Salonika are not to vote asa 
separate body, but on the same basis as other electors. Thus the 
“electoral ghetto,” abolished after a long struggle last October, is not 
being re-introduced. Atthe same time, a statement has been issued 
by M. Tsaldaris warning Jews against setting up a separate Jewish 


electoral list in order to ensure the e'ection of Jewish candidates. 


“This is equivalent to a restoration of the much hated Jewish 
electoral college,” the statement declares. “ Jews are naturally free 
to do what they like, but as a friend of theirs, I warn them not to 
be misled. If Jews segregate themselves of their own free will, 
they will themselves be guilty for having reduced their political 
rights,and the special electoral college will be imposed on them 
at the first opportunity.”

Soup Kitchen 
ANNUAL CIVIC VISIT 
[From our Correspondent ] 


On Monday afternoon, the Kitchen was honoured by a visit from 
the Lord Mayor of Manchester and the Mayor and Mavoress of Salford. 
Accompanying them were Mr. P. T. Eckersley, M.P., Mr. Nathan 
Laski, J.P., Councillor D. Gouldman, the Rev. J. Phillips and Mr. K. A, 
Quas-Cohen. Mr. A. Lisbona, the President, welcomed the visitors, 
who watched the distribution of soup and bread to the long queue of 
applicants, and explamed the work of the Kitchen, — 7 7 

The Lord. Mayor, proposing the toast of “The Jewish Soup 
Kitchen,” spoke of its enormous value from the social service point of 
view during the past forty years. It was an eye-opener to him to 
see the Kitchen, with its cleanliness and ordered conduct. 

The Mavor of Salford said that while, unfortunately, the system 
under which. they lived left many people in the worst of circumstances, 
it was at least a tremendous thing to find as many people as the 
helpers in the Kitchen willing to devote their time and leisure tree ih 
that generous and charitable work. = 

Aiter Mr. R. H. Lisbona hac responded, the toast of the visitors 
was proposed by Mr. 8. Cohen. Mr. K. Quas-Cohen, responding, pointed 
to the contrast shown in England, where a Jewish institution was visited 
by great civie leaders and M.P.’s, while in another land concentrated 
devilry was centred chieffy on the Jewish people.

ANNUAL MEETING 
The thirtysninth Annual Report and Financial Statement were 
presented at the Annual Meeting of the Kitchen, held on Sunday at 
the Philanthropic Hall, Southall Street. Mr. A. Lisbona, President, 
submitted the report on the past year, which stated : 
The increase in the number of Jewish applicants for relief, that has been 
i marked feature im recent years, continued. during the last session. Over 
15 per cent. -more deowrsh families were signed on the register, and 5,791 cans 
of soup Were filled for Jewish recipients to take home, as agamst 4,893 in the 
Previous Session. Gentile families, to the number of 326, were similarly 
provided with soup and bread. 16,708 meals (as against 14,616 in the 
previous session) were served on the premises to applicants (men and women 
of all creeds and nationalities). Altogether, over 8,000 gallons of soup and 
29,908 loaves of bread were distributed. 

At Passover time, all the Jewish families on the register, and 
numerous others, received extra groceries and small cash grants. The 
annual conversazione, on which the Soup Kitchen depended for the 
most important part of its revenue, realised £204, and a further valu- 
able sum was raised by a garden party organised by Mrs. M. 8. Cohen 
at her residence. Mr, Lisbona paid a tribute to all helpers, particularly 
the Entertainment Committee, and to the Hon. secretary, Mr. Sydney 
Needoff. Increased support from their subscribers, he sajd, had 
enabled the Executive to carry out long-delayed unprovements 
to the Kitchen. Much to their regret, they had been unable 
in spite of their hopes last year, to persuade the owner of the land 
adjoining the Kitchen to allow them the use of a portion of it on which 
to erect a lean-to shelter for the queues of poor people who waited 
there’ at times in the most inclement winter weather. Through lack 
of space, queues had to form outside, and many applicants by the time 
they got inside were drenched and half-frozen, a condition that would 
be largely obviated by the provision of a shelter. 


Mr. Isaac Goldstone, the Treasurer, seconded the adoption of the 


report and accounts. The Chairman appealed to the Community to 
support the thirty-sixth Annual Conversazione to be held on 
Thursday, the 23rd inst., at the Ritz Dance Hall, Whitworth Street.

German-Jewish Women and Children

The Problem of Seven-Day Trading 
[From our Correspondent] 


One of the unfavourable aspects of the growth of the local 
community is the increasing concentration of Jewish shopkeepers in 
the Chapeltown district of Leeds, where they are developing the objec- 
tionable practice of keeping their businesses open seven days a week. 
This practice is embracing all manner of trades and businesses, and is 
rousing much unfavourable comment from the citizens generally. 

From the essentially Jewish point of view, this display of Sabbath 
desecration is a thing that should be stigmatised as much as possible. 
But it is the wider aspect of the question, namely, the fact that Jews 
are getting increasingly addicted, in one particular locality of the city, 
to doing business on seven days of the week and never o ing one

closing day, that calls for the most serious and earnest consideration 
on the part of the Community. It is often retorted that non-Jewish 
traders are also addicted to the pernicious practice of keeping open 
on seven days of the week, but this argument has no particular 
weight, in face of the well-known fact that Jews are always more 
prone to be regarded as the ringleaders of wrong action in any matter 
in which Jews and Gentiles are jointly concerned. This apphes 
particularly to Sunday trading. Obviously, the glaring displays in a 
Jewish shop on Sunday are hkely to strike the non-Jewish observer 
in a far greater degree than it would affect the latter, were the 
shopkeeper a non-Jew; and the resulting impression left on the mind 
of the non-Jewish citizen would be, that the Jews are flagrantly flying 
in the face of the sanctity of the Sabbath, disregarding both the Jewish 
and Christian days of observance : 

It stands to reason that on purely religious grounds i is but the 
proper thing that Jewish shopkeepers should be closed on the Jewish 
Sabbath, and should be able to open on Sunday with propriety. It 
must, at the same time, be pointed out that should there, in course 
of time, be a wholesale and: mass display of Jewish busimesses active 
on Sunday, which are known also to open on Saturday, the result 
might lead to a rebuff to the Jewish Community, which would seriously 
discredit the name of Jew in the certs 

This intricate problem has been the subject of considerable dis- 
recent meetings of the local B'nai B'rith, but without 
tangible result so far. The predominant opimon 
expressed at these meetings 1s that some authoritative body should, 
without delay, be set up for the purpose ol collecting accurate 
statistical data as to the extent of the evil, and, at the same tune, 
making an endeavour to influence the Jewish shopkeepers in question 
to view the matter from the broader standpomt of its serious 
effect upon the hondur and status of local Jewry.

New Synagogue in the Suburbs 


MINISTERS OBJECTION TO SUNDAY 
[From our Correspondent) 


DANCES 


Following the High Festivals the Jewish residents of the newly 
built-up suburbs of Glasgow, Hillingdon, Cardonald and Mosspark, 
all of which adjoin one another, decided to proceed with the building 
of a Synagogue and Hebrew School. These suburbs are far from 


any present Synagogues and the number of Jewish families is 


increasing in these areas. Last Sunday evening a supper and dance 
were held in the Gainsborough Halls, at which Councillor Stewart. 
who represents these suburbs on the Glasgow Corporation, Rabbi 
Dr. I. Goodman and the Rev. M. S. Simmons were present. The Rev. 
Dr. Cosgrove intimated his reasons for absence in a letter printed 
in a local Jewish paper, which said that “ whilst the aim and purpose 
of the new Congregation was HKiddush Hashem, the holding of 
a dance on a Sunday evening, under the auspices of a Synagogue, 
was a Chillul Hashem and would reflect discredit on the whole 
Jewish community of Glasgow.” He commended, however, their holy 
purpose, regretting only their decision to hold a public dance on a 
Sunday. 

Replying to the toast of “The Clergy,’ proposed by Mr. M. W. 
sloom, the Rev. M.S. Simmons replied to Dr. Cosgrove's criticism. 
He said that nothing was more worthy of encouragement than the 
creation of another outpost of the Torah. It was alleged that they 
had besmirched the Jewish name by dining and dancing, but surely 
there was a time when one could dine and dance. What was the 
Chillul Hashem ?—the fact that they might be seen entering and 
leaving a public building graced by the presence of a City Councillor ? 
In Glasgow, with its wonderful tradition of: tolerance, all were 
allowed to live in the city, no man being asked to which creed he 
belonged, In their coming and going from that building they would 
all naturally be as quiet and undemonstrative as possible, and What 
they did inside the building was in fact a Kiddush Hashem. “lam 
positive,’ concluded Mr. Simmons, * that the Christians of Glasgow 
admire the Jew, who, admitting his Jewishness, observes the 
amenities of neighbourliness. I claim that a distinct disservice 
was done to this young Congregation by the most Junior of our 
Glasgow Clergy, and he will not be thanked for condemning 
something which he did notunderstand properly. Before venturing 
to condemn a thing | would learn the facts first.”

The Whitefield Golf Club 
ITS GENESIS AND PROGRESS 


It has been said on occasion, particularly in attempted extenuation 
of inean racial actions, that intolerance breeds intolerance, but with the 
Jews It seems that intolerance towards them only serves to accentuate 
their spirit of self-help and broadmindedness, and the Whitefield Golf 
Club, at Manchester, is convincing proof of it. Some years ago (writes 
our Correspondent), many reputable and substantial members of the 
Jewish Community found thei applications for membership of certain 
golf clubs turned down—solely on account of their being Jews. Fortitied 
rather than mortified by their expenence, a number of these gentlemen 
met to discover ways and mean of founding a golf club which Jews could 
youn and be proud of, and in which the spint of sportsmanship in the 
best sense would be paramount. Unforeseen difficulties in the purchase 
or lease of land caused a temporary setback, but, mn 1932,Mr. Joe Casse! 
(the first Hon. Secretary), discovered a hkely portion of land in White 
field and mentioned the fact to Mr. Bernard Cohen. Mr. Cohen called 
im some unportant members of the Community, and, as a result of a 
meeting in June that year, the land was leased on exceedingly favourable 
terms for twenty-one years, with the option of purchase. One stipulation 
of the landlord was that a club-house be built within eighteen months 
a condition fulfilled, through the enterprise chiefly of the first Treasurer, 
Mr. L. Kay, by the fortunate purchase of two adjoining houses and their 
conversion into a creditable club-house well within the stipulated time, 
followed sotne time later by the ** Isaac Wolfson ’’ extensions (made 
possible largely by the beneficence of that gentleman. A point stressed 
from the beginning is the Club’s non-sectananism, and there are several! 
non-Jewish members. | 

Meadow land was converted into a course designed and supervised 
by that famous player, Mr. Tom Renouf.

Federation of Synagogues 


Legislative Council Condemned 

OPPOSITION TO FURTHER GERMAN TRANSFER SCHEMES 

A Meeting of the General Conncil of the Federation of Synagogues 
was held on Thursday in last week at the offices, 64, Leman Street, 
Aldgate. Mr. M. H. Davis, L.C.C., the President, presided. The Chair- 
man paid a tribute to the late Lord Reading. He moved a vote of 
condolence with the relatives of the late Mr. Sam. Harris (who was 
President of the Jubilee Street Great Synagogue), and with Messrs. Turner 
in the loss they had sustained. 

The recommendation of the Honorary Officers and Executive to grant 
the following loans was approved: Grove Street Synagogue £150; Fulbam 
Synagogue £600, 

The CHAIRMAN moved the following resolution : 

‘This meeting of delegates of the Federation of Synagogues, representing 
eixty-six Synagogues, with a membership of about 60,000 Jewish souls, opposes 


the setting up of a Legislative Council in Palestine at the present juncture. A 


Legislative Council would relegate the Jews of Palestine to the status of a 
minority and would thus be incompatible with the terms of the lalestine 
Mandate and the primary duty of establishing in Palestine a National Home for 
the Jewish people.’’ 

Mr. DAvis said that they did not look upon Palestine merely as a 
haven of refuge for oppressed people, but as the legitimate home of the 
Jewish people. Therefore, as Jews associated with the Synagogue life 
of this country they uttered a protest against the setting up of a Legislative 
Council, 7 

Mr. LIBGOTT seconded the resolution, which was carried cnanimously. 

It was decided to send a copy of the reso ution to the Prime Minister, 
the Colonial Secretary, the High Commis-ioner for Palestine, the Jewish 
Ageney and the local members of Parliament. 

The CHAIRMAN made a statement regarding the proposed delegation 
to America with a view to the preparation of a scheme to promote the 
emigration of Jews from Germany (reported in our last issue) and said 
that any scheme that would give to Germany any further foreign currency 
would meet with whole-hearted opposition from the masses of this country. 
The opposition would take the form of the masses speaking for themselves. 


£10,000 for Polish Jewry 

Following the Council Meeting, there was a meeting of the Burial 
Committee, to which the Press was not invited. The Agenda containcd a 
recommendation of the Honorary Officers and Executive to grant for 
Polish Jewry the sum of £10,000, to the Nurses’ Home for the London 
Jewish Hospital £1,000, and also gifts to a number of other charities 
and Synagogues. ‘I'he above sum for Polish Jewry is in addition to the 
£1,000 given for this purpose by the affiliated Synagogues. 


Mr. Nevius Laskt, K.C., President of the Deputies, was to visit 
Swansea yesterday evening (Thursday) to attend an ex-Servicemen’s 
dinner at the Hotel Metropole. On Sunday evening, Mr. Laski will attend 
another ex-Servicemen’s function at Bristol. Particular interest is lent 
to Mr. Laski’s visits to these two Western cities, because of the recent 
visit to Swansea of German ex-Servicemen.

Recent dividend payments by the Britannic Assurance Com- 
pany have been 50 per cent, tax free per annum, paid in two equal 
hali-yearly instalments.

ordinary shares of Eastwoods Lewes Cement, Limited. The opening 
quotation was around I7s., since when the price has moved up a little 
to lis.

Profit-Sharing Provisions 


It is just four months since British Keystone Securities Trust

The Ballet “ David” 


An Inspiring Production 
BIBLE STORY IN DANCE AND MIME 


Poppaea Vanda’s ballet, “ David,” which was presented for the 
first time in London at the Duke of York’s Theatre this week. may be 
unhesitatingly classed as a first-rate- and inspiring production. Not 
only does it reveal how admirably the story of the rise of Israel's 
vreatest king is adapted to telling in this medium, but also an extra. 
ordinarily happy combination of artists who have concerted to present 
this very fine work. 

Beginning with the calling of David by Samuel and concluding where 
David brought the Ark out of the house of Obed-edom to hi« own city. 
the story 1s told in six episodes, Perhaps the most impressive feature 
of the ballet is that somehow there has been caueht that truly Jewish 
juality—only occasionally departed from—that strange mixture of 
vigour and tenderness, so unusual im A prinutive people such as the 
Israehtes of the time, and vet noticeable the Rible etory. (‘onsciouslv 
or unconsciously, this ballet seems to Stigvest the strugyle hetween 
brutish freedom and the higher individualism which is enshrined in the 
Law. The inspired understanding that the mud of this earth and the 
stars above are no irreconcilable antinomy, but a directional Prowress, 
comes through im the telling of the tale in dance as it does in the 
majestic sumplieity of the Testament. 

There are, no doubt, ballet purists who will gather their manties 
of orthodoxy about them and frown at any production which departs trom 
the classic and stereotyped movements within which their dogma would 


confine all ballet. But surely the acid test of ballet, the most disputes 


of all arts, must be that of all the accepted arts: it must communicate 
emotion ideas incapable of eX pression except by Artistic means Or. to 
put the matter in rough-and-ready terms, it must ‘** thrill.”’ Now. 


David most certainly thrills,’’ and stimulates, and provokes 
thought, and exhilarates, and leaves one afterwards the neher for the 
experience. 

The balance of sheer dancing and mime is rightly adjusted. to the 
theme. Here Ss a story of life, VILZOTOUs, fresh. rooted im} fertile earth 
and stretching towards the heaven of man’s inner freedom, that happy, 
vital quality comprised in the Jewish conception of blessedness. -Man 
inade m the umage of God, with freedom, under God, to rise and master 
himself and his ¢ircumstances, to fight constructively towards better 
things, this 1s the spint of the story, expressed in simple vigorous move- 
ment. Anton. Dolin, who takes the réle of David, gives a magnificent 
performance. There is about his dancing the correct swagger of a young 
and super-healthy creature. His is an unconscious self-assurance, which 
commands respect because it never suggests self-vionousness, but rather 
that beginning of wisdom which is the fear of the Lord. His dancing 
during the singing of the twenty-third Psalm exactly expresses inner 
satisfaction at his own gifts and humble worship of their Inspiration. 
Mr. Dolin has every reason to feel proud of his achievement. 

Maurice Jacobson has written excellent music for the ballet, music 
which is both intrinsically fine and beautifully suited to the stdéry.. Once 
or twice there are fallings off, a relapse into conventional orentalism, 
but these are quantitively small. His thematic creation ts quite brilliant 
at tumes, and his orchestration and the development of his subjects spring 
with natural vigour and are always intelligent and alive. The decor of 
Meninsky 1s as lovely as it is exciting, and one is charmed with Keith 
Lester’s choreography, neyer obtrusive, but consistently true to music 
and story. Mr. Lester also does extremely well in the part of Saul. 
Prudence Hyman gives a sparkling performance as Michal, and Natasha 
Gregorova acts and dandées extremely well as Abigail. Horinsky’s 
singing of the Psalm is a delight. 

This is a performance that no Jewish ballet lover should muss. 
Indeed, it should be seen. by all who wish to treasure the memory of a 
unique artistic experience which, by its very simplicity and directness, 
cannot fail to impress even the most dull-witted Am Haaretz. 


Sketches by Noel Coward 
ONE-ACT PLAYS AT THE PHOENIX 


It was once remarked, with what exactness I cannot say, that 
Mr. Noel Coward had achieved success in all branches of theatrical 
activity except conjuring. I am inclined stoutly to deny the exception 
and to proclaim him, in his way, a conjuror par excellence, even 
though he mostly discards the magician’s cloak of black gabardine for 
a silk dressing-gown. 

See, now, hiow he has conjured with six one-act plays, how he has 
laid his triple sketches in a programme so neatly that the quickness of 
the hand conceals their insubstantiality, how, by the sheer audacity and 
flourish of his patter, he has produced familiarity and persuaded us to 
imagine the bloom of novel ideas, how a flair for postiche revives a tnte 
musical sentence—for there is music to help us enjoy the meal—and how, 
above all the basic credo of:the conjuror, ‘‘ what fools these mortals be,’’ 
provides’ him with superb self-confidence, the fundamental quality for 
successful showmanship. 

The scheme at the Phoenix Theatre is to present three of the six 
sketches, henceforth, on alternate days. Of the first three, ‘‘ Family 
Album’’ is a ‘“‘ragging’”’? of Victorian self-righteousness. The second, 
‘The Astonished Heart,’”’ is an attempt at serious drama, and would 
be very effective if Mr. Coward could persuade us that his characters were 
real. The last of the triplet, ‘‘ Red Peppers,’’ is an amusing sketch of 
pack-stage music-hall life and is quite the most entertaining of the first 
»unch, 

The second programme opens with ‘‘ Hands Across the Sea,’’ a slight 
sketch of a very Hay-feverish menage into which wander a couple of 
ultra-suburban colonials from out East. The joke is this, never very 
rich, has been too well worn even for Mr. Coward's rejuvenating skill. 
‘* Fumed Oak ”’ is a picture of a sadly hen-pecked suburban bread-winner 
who suddenly rebels. The idea was aaiaat oh with much richer human 
understanding by Vivian Tidmarsh in ‘‘ Behind the Blinds.’” Mr. Coward 
does not hesitate to let us see his unrelieved contempt for the whole 
breed of such unimportant creatures, and hence the humour is not so 
much eruel as callous. Finally, we have an exercise in the bittersweet, 
“‘ Bhadow Play,”? wherein Mr. Coward indulges in unabashed senti- 
mentalism and must enjoy the thought of the weepy eyes in the audience 
as much as the conjuror relishes the anxiety of the onlooker whose watch 

has borrowed and apparently crushed beneath his foot. 

_. Besides the very finished acting of the author, Gertrude Lawrence 
gives again evidence of her superb stage powers, her versatility and her 
vivid and vital qualities of humour. Very admirable work is also 
brovided by Alison Leggatt, Moya Nugent and the rest of the cast, 


“Richard HI” 
ARCH-VILLAINY AT THE “OLD VIC” 


_ As @ reaction to the garish villainy which used to be a feature of 
Victorian melodrama, there was a period when iniquity, bare-faced 
and unashamed, such as Shakespeare attributed to Richard III, was 
regarded as unbelievable and unreal. Modern science, however, has 
re-adjusted this attitude and we know that a mishapen, unhealthy 
child can seek revenge on his fate by perpetrating the, seemingly, 
most uncalled-for villainies. Hence, when at the Old Vie we watcl 
Wilham Devlin superb performance of the bloodthirsty 
usurper, we no longer reject the character as “ overdrawn,” but turn 
our thoughts uncomfortably to the far bank of the Rhine where 
thousands of innocent victims are groaning beneath the perverted 
mentality of just such people as this vile monster of the Middle Ages. 

In many ways this latest version of the play is unusual. Mr. Devlin 
is quite hair-raising in the power which he brings to his conception of the 
hloody king. And is not merely powell which he cinploys, bout 
it subtle appreciation of the mean tear tootive whi h exacerbated the 
cruelty of the wretch. His oleageanous hypocrisy is rightly expressed. in 
ebvious. acting,’ and Mr Devlin does not allow to forget that 
Richard had the rat-hke cunning of a Goebbels. y 

A bnilhant performance, as original as it is justifiable, is Cecil 
Trouncer's Buckingham. Mr. Trounce1 plays this lesser villain as, above 
all, a ¢ymec, a man who supports Richard in his villainy with a curiously 
misplaced sense of humour, but a sense of humour all the same His 
desenption of that Guildhall meeting which was nearly a ‘‘flop,’’ is alone 
worth a visit to Waterloo Road. He lends Sanity and balance to the 
play and renunds tis that normal peaple existed im those dark davs,. and 
that all England was not a’wail Vivienne Bennett ecarnes off, with 
extreme cleverness, the difficult scene in which she is wooed by Richard, 
and Helen Haye speaks and acts beautifully as the sorrow-aged Margaret. 
smoking in her wrath like some half-extinct voleano. Other excellent 
performances come from Alec Clunes, Ion Swinley, Leo Genn and Clement 
McCallin,. It:is a fine, full-blooded, manly production, set with that. s 
grace which is Mr. ‘Henry Cass’s pecuhar genius.
